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NGO activities for 1985 Women’s Conference 


To ensure that non-governmental organ- 
izations are active participants in World 
Conference of the Decade for Women, 
held in Nairobi in 1985, a special Plan- 
ning Committee has been set up by the 
Conference of NGCs in Consultative Sta- 
tus with the UN Economic and Social 
Council (ECOSOC). 

The convenor is Dame Nita Barrow, 
President for the Caribbean of the World 
Council of Churches, and President of 
the International Council for Adult Ed- 
ucation. The coordinator is Virginia Haz- 
zard, a retired Senior Programme Offi- 
cer of UNICEF in East Africa and the 
Peoples’ Republic of China. 

Plans include a pre-conference con- 
sultation for over 200 representatives of 
NGO’s in consultative status with ECO- 


SOC, and, during the conference and 
NGO Forum of meetings and opportuni- 
ties to discuss the broad issues before the 
conference, and a newspaper to report 
on the highlights of both the governmen- 
tal and NGO meetings. 

The Forum’s parallel meetings are im- 
Dortant because attendance at the World 
Conference is restricted by its nature to 
delegates of governments, inter-govern- 
mental agencies, and official observors. 
These meetings—at the 1975 and 1980 
Women’s Conferences—are open to con- 
cerned individuals, members of NGOs, 
development workers and conference 
delegates.
